Association. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate,  a  sum  of  mon- 
ey for  operating  expenses  of  Ambulance  District  A-I.  Request- 
ed Population  of  980  People  X  $.92  —  $846.60. 

10.    To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  as 


contribution  for  the  support  of  services  of  Upper  Connecticut 
Valley  Mental  Health  Service,  Inc. 

11.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  in  disposition  of 
the  "So  Called"  "Country  Store". 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  Thirty  Four 
Thousand,  Seven  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($34,750.)  as  its 

share  of  the  cost  of  reconstruction  Bridge  No.  107/074  on  the 
Spur  Road,  so-called,  a  Class  H  Highway. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  by  ballot  to  authorize  the  Select 
men  to  have  taxable  property  in  the  Town  reappraised  by  the 
State  Tax  Commission  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  ($12,000.00)  in  part  payment  for  said 
purpose,  any  unexpended  balance  of  said  appropriation  to  be 
placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  future  expenditures  for 
said  purpose  and  to  further  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  with- 
draw this  sum  of  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  ($12,000.00)  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  State  and 
Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.

The  Selectmen  appoint  two  representatives  to  the 
Council. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $557., 
Five  Hundred  and  fifty-seven  Dollars,  as  the  Town's  share  for 
operation  of  the  North  Country  Council  for  one  year,  begin- 
ning July  1,  1975.  These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing  staff, 

Office  and  general  operating  expenses;  regional  planning 
studies  technical  assistance  to  member  communities;  coordi- 
nation with  local,  State  and  Federal  agencies;  and  other  pro- 
grams of  the  Council.  These  are  used  in  conjunction  with  State 
and  Federal  funds. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
apply,  negotiate  and  do,  all  other  things  necessary  to  obtain 
such  Federal,  State,  or  other  assistance  as  may  be  avail- 
able for  the  report  for,  design  of,  and  construction  of  a  Sewage 
Disposal  System,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
($10,000.00,)  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  prepar- 
ing a  facilities  plan  on  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  facili- 
ties which  are  requirements  contained  in  the  Federal  Water 
Pollution    Act,    as    amended    (33    USC.     1251  et  seq.,    6 


Stat.  16  et  seq.)  and  will  qualify  the  Town 
for  Federal  Funds,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by 
the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  not  to  exceed  $10,000., 
under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  (N.  H.  R.  S.  A.  33.1  et  seq.,  as  amended)  and

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REPORT  OF  THE  STRATFORD  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Stratford  Planning  Board  has  focused  its  attention  on 
reviewing  sub-division  applications  and  appealing  the  Flood 
Plain  Maps. 

During  the  year  three  sub-division  applications  were  re- 
viewed and  accepted. 

The  Town  received  copies  of  the  Flood  Plain  Maps  from 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  In  ex- 
amining the  maps  several  discrepancies  or  errors  were 
noticed.  In  particular,  (1)  the  area  designated  as  the  Village 
of  North  Stratford  including  Main  Street  and  (2)  a  portion  of 
the  area  designated  as  Stratford  Hollow  was  included  in  the 
flood  prone  areas. 

The  Flood  Plain  Maps  are  primarily  utilized  by  banks, 
perspective  developers  and  town  planning  agencies.  Two  im- 
mediate problems  arose  as  a  result  of  the  present  flood  plain 
maps:  (1)  people  buying  homes  in  these  so-called  flood  plain 
areas  could  not  readily  obtain  the  necessary  bank  financing 
and  (2)  flood  plain  insurance  was  not  available  to  Stratford 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  town  did  not  have  a  building  permit 
system. 

The  Planning  Board  researched  the  matter  and  found  that 
the  maps  could  be  appealed.  However,  such  an  appeal  must 
contain  local  information  regarding  the  status  of  the  flood 
prone  areas  as  well  as  technical  assistance.  The  Soil  Conser- 
vation Service  provided  technical  assistance  to  the  town.  Ac- 
cordingly, an  appeal  was  sent  to  Washington  in  December. 
To  date  no  further  information  is  available. 

The  North  Country  Council  is  aiding  the  town  by  attempt- 
ing to  speed  the  appeal  through  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development. 
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REPORT  OF  NORTH  STRATFORD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1974. 

Inventory  of  fire  apparatus  and  equipment: 

1.  Engine  No.  1,  a  500-gallon  pumper  with  2  air  pacs,  a 
portable  pump,  hose  and  ladder. 

2.  Tanker  No.  1,  a  1000-gallon  tank  with  a  portable  pump, 
and  200  feet  of  hose. 

3.  The  new  pumper  authorized  by  the  Selectmen  will  hope- 
fully arrive  by  spring.  They  have  run  into  difficulties  getting 
the  chassis  built.  We  have  received  most  of  the  hose  that  will 
be  required  to  equip  the  new  pumper  upon  arrival. 

The  North  Stratford  Firemens  Association  have  put  an  order 
in  to  purchase  a  1000-gallon  portable  tank,  a  new  3500  watt 
portable  generator,  and  other  equipment  amounting  to  $1,500. 

During  the  year,  routine  maintenance  of  both  vehicles 
was  carried  out  as  well  as  lubrication  and  oil  changes.  The 
policy  of  maintaining  tools  and  other  small  equipment  was  car- 
ried out.  There  was  a  total  of  29  calls  during  the  year.  Sum- 
mary of  alarms  and  emergency  calls: 

3  False  Alarms 
18  Structural  Fires 

4  Grass  Fires 
1  Car  Fire 

3  Miscellaneous  Calls 

Seven  of  the  above  fires  were  out  of  town  and  two  were 
to  assist  the  Hollow  Dept.

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  which  disclose  the  financial 
condition  of  the  General  Fund  as  of  December  31,  1973  and  De- 
cember 31,  1974  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.

Exhibit  H  discloses  the  fiscal  activity  in  the  Revenue  Shar- 
ing Fund  during  the  fiscal  year.  As  stated  therein,  the  fund 
balance  at  January  1,  1974  totaled  $30,286  and  consisted  of 
an  encumbered  balance  of  $25,726  and  an  unappropriated  bal- 
ance of  $4,560.  Entitlement  payments  of  $7,824  were  received 
and  interest  income  of  $1,187  was  realized  during  the  year. 
Consequently,  the  aggregate  total  available  funds  were  $39,297. 
In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  $38,932  have  been  ap- 
propriated and  encumbered  for  the  purchase  of  new  fire 
trucks.  There  remained  an  unappropriated  balance  of  $365  at 
December  31,   1974. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited  in  accordance  with  generally  ac- 
cepted auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests 
of  the   accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures 
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as  were  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was  made 
by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Tax  Collector's  records.  Consequently,  the  amounts  of  un- 
collected and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return 
of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Appropriations  Not  Statutorily  Authorized: 

It  is  noted  that  the  1974  Town  Meeting  voted  appropriations 
of  $5,500  which  are  not  statutorily  authorized  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Revised  Statutes  Annotated.  These  appropriations  were 
as  follows:

Country  Store   Maintenance  1,500 

$5,500 

There  were  no  expenditures  made  during  the  year  for 
these  purposes,  however,  and  the  amounts  raised  therefor 
were  duly  transferred  to  current  surplus  at  December  31,  1974. 

We  recommend  that  all  annual  budget  requests  submitted 
by  the  several  Town  departments,  agencies  or  committees, 
or  as  a  result  of  petitions,  be  carefully  scrutinized  by  the  Se- 
lectmen before  inclusion  in  the  budget  for  the  specific  purpose 
of  establishing  whether  the  Town  has  the  statutory  authority 
to  raise  monies  therefor.  It  should  be  recognized  that  towns  are 
restricted  by  statute  as  to  the  specific  purposes  for  which  ap- 
propriations may  be  made.  Appropriations  not  statutorily  auth- 
orized will  be  deleted  from  the  budget  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Revenue  Administration,  according  to  R.  S.  A.  41:15,  when 
the  annual  tax  rates  are  approved.

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The  lists  of  uncollected  taxes  supporting  the  above  amounts 
should  be  reviewed  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Tax  Collector 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  collectibility  of  these  taxes. 
Abatements  should  be  issued  for  all  taxes  listed  which  are 
considered  to  be  uncollectible.  With  respect  to  those  taxes 
which  remain,  the  Tax  Collector  should  request  prompt  pay- 
ment from  the  taxpayers,  and  where  taxpayers  fail  to  respond 
to  such  request,  the  Collector  should  initiate  appropriate  col- 
lection procedures  to  secure  prompt  payment  of  the  delinquent 
taxes  due.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of    Schools 


There  have  been  several  significant  developments  at  the  Super- 
visory Union  level  since  my  last  report. 

The  Union  is  now,  for  the  first  time,  receiving  some  state  sup- 
port for  the  position  of  assistant  superintendent. 

A  Union  staff  development  committee  has  been  working  very 
effectively,  under  the  leadership  of  Richard  Merrill,  to  have  the 
Union  #58  plan  completed  and  approved  well  before  the  July  1, 
1975  deadline  set  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  activities  and  progress  of  the  Experimental  Schools  Pro- 
gram will  be  reviewed  in  a  separate  section  by  its  director.  Dr. 
Peters. 

Our  Union  Board  at  its  spring  meeting  last  May  adopted  a  res- 
olution covering  three  specific  areas  of  concern  which  in  brief  are 
as  follows: 

(1)  The  education  program  should  include  a  recognition  of  the 
values  inherent  in  our  American  heritage.  Students  should 
become  actively  involved  in  patriotic  exercises,  the  discus- 
sion and  clarification  of  American  values,  and  expressions 
of  national  sentiment  through  the  use  of  the  arts  and  hu 
inanities. 

(2)  The  perpetuation  of  moral  standards  commensurate  with 
the  highest  ideals  prevailing  in  our  communities.  We  rec- 
ognize the  need  for  our  youth  to  develop  a  respect  for  them- 
selves and  others  and  that  it  is  important  that  these  values 
and  ideals  find  expression  in  our  curriculum  and  school  ac- 
tivities. 

(3)  The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  standards  of  behav- 
ior which  provide  direction  and  order  for  our  young  people 
as  they  grow  from  childhood  and  assume  their  place  in 
the  adult  society. 

One  of  our  major  thrusts  has  continued  to  be  in  the  area  of 
providing  individual  programs  for  students  with  special  needs.  We 
are  utilizing  the  services  provided  by  our  own  Union  special  edu- 
cation staff  as  well  as  Vershire  Schools,  the  Upper  Connecticut 
Valley  Mental  Health  Agency,  Speech  therapy  through  the  North 
Country  Education  Services,  and  the  New  Hampshire  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  Department. 

I  will  list  some  of  the  significant  developments  and  changes 
that  have  come  about  since  September  of  this  year. 
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General  Policy  Changes 

1.  End  of  "Contract  System"  regarding  student  responsibility. 
Increased  supervision  and  responsibility  by  the  staff. 

2.  Change  in  length  of  periods  to  standard  50-minute  classes 
in  grades  7-12. 

3.  Implementation  of  Special  Milk  Program  in  grades  1-12. 

4.  Change  in  policies  regarding  retentions  in  grade. 

5.  Change  in  elementary  report  card  system. 

Curriculum  Changes: 

1.  Implementation  of    Scott-Foresman     Reading     Program  in 
grades  1-6. 

2.  Addition  of  Business  English  and  Business  Math  as  one-half 
year  electives  in  high  school. 

3.  Establishment  of  a  committee  to  reform  curriculum  in  Lan- 
guage Arts  and  Math  for  the  1975-76  school  year. 

4.  Establishment  of  a  committee  to  plan  for  implementation  of 
a  Readiness  Room  for  1975-76. 

5.  Establishment  of  a  committee  to  plan  for  an  addition  to  the 
Stratford  School  Library  for  1975-76. 

6.  Establishment  of  a  committee  to  plan  for  the  extension  of 

Special  Education  services  to  grades  7-12  for  1975-76. 

Guidance: 

1.  Implementation  of  Career  Education  in  grades  1-12  with  co- 
operation of  ESP. 

2.  Establishment    of    Vocational/ Job-Planning    Program    for 
terminal  students  over  fourteen  years  of  age  in  grades  7-12. 

3.  Reinforcement  of  testing  program  in  grades  1-12. 

ESP: 

1.  Building  Trades  Program  to  be  introduced  in  April,  1975. 

2.  Implementation  of  four  mini  courses. 

3.  Planning    for    Remedial    Reading    to    be    implemented    in 
1975-76. 

4.  Career  Education  concepts  and  lessons  introduced  into  the 
curriculum. 

5.  Continued  progress  in  implementing  continuous  and  sequen- 
tial Language  Arts  Program. 

6.  Coordination   of   outdoor  education    and  classroom   applica- 
tion of  environmental  education  concepts. 

North  Country  Education  Services  is  providing  media  materials 
from  their  library,  repair  service  for  A-V  equipment,  a  special 
education  consultant  and  speech  therapy. 

We  are  currently  sharing  the  services  of  our  Art  and  Music 
instructors  with  the  Groveton  and  Stark  Elementary  Schools.  Next 


year  we  hope  that  we  will  also  be  able  to  share  in  a  building 
trades  program  with  Groveton  High  School.  It  may  also  be  possible 
to  arrange  for  some  students  to  attend,  on  a  half-day  basis,  the 
Berlin  High  School  Vocational  Program.  Because  of  the  distances 
involved,  transportation  is  the  major  obstacle  to  our  taking  part 
in  several  area  programs. 

There  are  many  projects,  issues  and  items  that  I  could  include 
in  this  report  but  instead  I  recommend  that  you  visit  your  school, 
talk  with  the  staff  and  see  the  programs  in  operation. 

Again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff,  the  students,  and  the 
citizens  of  Stratford  for  your  cooperation  and  support  during  this 
past  year.
